Nursing Schools Prejudiced 
Against Colored Trainees 



Scarlet Key 
In Dire Need 
01 Sweaters 



Postponement of delivery has 
caused an extensive shortage of 
sweaters among the members of 
the Scarlet Key, it was revealed 
yesterday by the Executive of the 
Key. Of the required 30 sweaters, 
the McGill welcoming committee 
has in its possession only 12. De- 
livery of the new sweaters, origin- 
ally .slated for September 26. has 
been delayed until October 15. 

The Executive has seul out a call 
to anyone who might know where 
the Key might obtain a few sweat- 
er.* to get in touch with Mr. Fletch- 
er at the McGill Union. All bor- 
rowed sweaters will be returned 
as soon as the new ones arrive on 
October 15. The Scarlet Key will 
greatly appreciate your assistance 
in this matter. 



A Dominion-wide survey of 58 
schools of nursing has disclosed an 
existing discrimination against 
Negro girls, seeking to become 
student nurses. 

The survey, conducted by the na- 
tional council of the V.WC.A.scnt 
questionnaires to 178 hospitals, 
two-thirds of which did not reply. 

Little or no basis was found for 
the discrimination. One Toronto 
hospital proved hostile whereas the 
University of Toronto nursing 
school had admitted Negro stud- 
rnls through lowered educational 
requirements. No rejections were 
founded on the grounds of race 
but it was noted by the council 
that there was "a real tendency to 
discriminate specifically against 
Negro girls.'' The survey also dis- 
closed that Indian and Chinese 
girls arc more readily accepted and 
open discrimination against the 
Japanese which existed during the 
war has cased off. 

It was found that hospitals oper- 



ated by Itoman Catholic nuns were 
comparatively free of discrimina- 
tion although in two such Canadian 
hospitals the Negro trainees were 
objected to by the medical staffs. 

Thirteen hospitals reported that 
they had graduated Negro girls or 
were now training Negro students. 
Negro girls and girls of other racial 
groups were reported satisfactory 
by two Toronto hospitals. A Negro 
applicant was turned down in 
Saskatoon because it was felt she 
would be unhappy. Windsor re- 
ported two Negro girls rejected by 
one hospital, while another report- 
ed two bright and intelligent Neg- 
ro students now in training. 

A Halifax hospital felt that the 
two Negro students now enrolled 
would find prospects poor until 
greater tolerance was in existence. 
Winnipeg hospitals believed that 
Negro girls should train in Negro 
hospitals. On the other hand a 
Nova Scotia hospital reported an 
exceptionally well-linked and ef- 
ficient Negro nurse-in-training.

Begin Friday 
In Ballroom 



The annual lecture scries sponsor- 
ed by the McGill Daily will get 
under way this year at 5.15 p.m. on 
Friday, October 3. Each of (he 
five lectures is to be held in 'the 
Union Lecture Room located on the 
second floor of the McGill Union 
on five different dates spread over 
a period of two and a half weeks. 
The scries has often been referred 
to as McGill's only school of 
journalism and no special regis- 
tration prior to the first lecture is 
required. 

The general topics to be covered 
by the course are: Psychology of 
Ihc Reader, News Style, Head 
Writing, Human Interest Stories, 
Interviews, Layout and Copy-Read- 
ing. The first lecture on Friday. 
October 3 falls under the general 
heading of "Functions of a News- 
paper" and will be delivered by Al 
Tunis, Editor-in-Chief of The 
Daily and a member of the Man- 
aging Board. 

Subsequent lectures are as fol- 
lows: "Tcchrtical Organization" 
given by Tim Buck Managing 
Editor; "News Writing" by Keith 
Tisshaw, News Editor; "Sport Writ- 
ing" by Norm Wolfe of the Sports 
Editor; 'Features and CUP cover- 
age" by Pcrc Tallman, Feature 
Ed.tor. 

A similar series is being planned 
for Dawson College with dates to 
be announced later. 



A sum uf $42,625 has been voted 
to help students complete their 
university education according to 
reports from Saskatchewan. The 
sum will come from the Dominion- 
Provincial Students' Aid Fund it 
was announced by Education Min- 
ister W. S. Lloyd .recently and 
will be divided among students ap- 
plying for assistance this year. 

So far. it is reported that a selec- 
tion committee has handled more 
than 225 applications this year. 
Students "able to establish genuine 
need." have received help and more 
applications arc being considered. 

Three students will attend Am- 
erican universities this year taking 
special courses not offered in Can-'' 
ada. 

The fund this year provides $37,- 
000 for university students, with 
the province contributing half of 
this amount. In addition the pro- 
vincial government will contribute 
$20.000 of which half will go to the 
aid of Normal students and half 
going to the Dominion-Provincial 
scholarship fund. Student nurses 
will receive a sum of $3.000.

To complete the Freshman Re- 
ception Program this year, the Re- 
ception Committee has announced 
that it will sponsor an Activity 
Night on Oct. 14 in the Ballroom 
with the purpose to acquaint 
Freshman with the different or- 
ganizations and clubs on the Mc- 
Gill Campus. 

This night is a new idea on the 
Committee's program and will be 
held for the first time this year. 
Up till this year most freshmen 
had to look around before they 
joined a Campus club or society 
and unfortunately it became a hit 
or miss affair. 

Thp aim of the Activity Night is 
to give the freshman a more thor- 
ough knoledge of the extra-curri- 
cular activities on the campus so 
that they will join the clubs which 
will suit them best. 

Booths will be set up by each 
club on the Campus with two or 
three representatives from each 
who will explain to the incoming 
students the aims and activities of 
their organizations. It is also plan- 
ned to present movies.

Dr. I. Evans 
Gives Witty 
Lecture Here

In a delightfully witty lecture 
delivered before an audience of 
several hundred people at Moysc 
Hall last night. Mr. B. Ifor Evans. | 
eminent English man of letters and 
educationalist gave an account of 
the origins of the British Arts' 
Council and its work. 

The British government in De- 
cember of 1940 found Itself with a 
problem of shifting populations to 
solve. Urban populations evacuat- 
ed to the country, working in sec- 
ret in remote war factories were 
living in 'harsh, empty, dreary 
conditions". The Arts Council grew 
; out of the need to give some In- 
; splration and meaning to such a 
I life. 

With the advent of constant

The 
Arts Council cheerfully accepted 
the challenge to aid in the artistic 
life of the British peoples. The 
enthusiasm of both the audience 
and the artist proved unique. 

Dr. Evans recounted the ex- 
perience of one concert pianist 
who arrived to entertain a large 
group in a bomb shelter, only to 
find that his piano could not be 
transported through the door. He 
took his piano out into the street, 
set up a microphone and played 
accompanied by the singing people 
below. 

Dr. Evans lamented that com- ! arc a nxious to discover just how

Concerned With Art 

The work of the Arts Council 
is concerned with the theatre 
largely, painting, music, opera and 
ballet. In 1940. the theatres were 
closed due to the exigencies of war, 
something unparallcllcd since 1642. 
the Puritans alone having been 
able to accomplish this. Mr. John 
Gielgud. preparing a presentation 
of Macbeth, sough the financial 
aid of the Arts Council. 

Any organisation founded on a 
non-profit basis could apply for 
enlistment in the Arts Council, the 
merits of membership being that 
the organisation gained a subsidy 
and a remission of entertainment 
tax. The organisation, however, 
had to be educational or partly edu- 
cational, an ambiguous phrase 
coined by "The three blind mice 
of the Treasury Department" as 
the theatre had wittily character- 
ised the government officials' who 
had previously been responsible for 
art subsidization. "The national 
theatre is not a building, but a 
troupe of players with a tradition 
behind them," stated Dr. Evans. 
PAINTINGS RESTORED 

To protect the treasure of great 
paintings possessed by the Na- 
tional Galleries, they were taken 
down and stored. Nevertheless the 
: need for some exhibition grew so 
sreat that finally one painting each 
week was exhibited. This experi- 
ment proved very successful, for

A general meeting of all McGill 
students interested in solving their 
courses difficulties will be held at 
7.30 on October 8 in the Union 
Ballroom, to be presided over by 
Dean Gillson of the Faculty of Arts 
and Science. A similar meeting 
will be held in the theatre at 
Dawson College and will also be 
presided over by Dean Gillson. 
After the first meetings the undcr- 
grads attending will be divided into 
three categories: Prc-Med. Arts and 
Science at McGill and Prc-Med, 
Prc-Eiiginecring, and Science. 

Later Gen Nitcs will bring 
students and faculty members 
together for more detailed explan- 
ations on how to get the' most out 
of the courses offered. The main 
emphasis, however, will be on 
quizzes between students, profes- 
sors and faculty members on ques- 
tions pertaining to general univer- 
sity life and problems, educational 
or otherwise. 

Gen Nitcs arc a sincere effort 
on the part of the faculty to assist 
undcrgrads in choosing and un- 
derstanding Ihc courses at their 
disposal and to explain the aims 
of each faculty. They give the un-

ed "shiny red nose*" — clean, unmarked black- 
boards, fresh note-books, and stiff,multi-colorcd 
text-books. All i« new and unsoilcd. 

For this reason. The Daily holds the opinion 
that in all fairness to itself and to members of 
the staff, it, too must begin the year with the 
clarity of purpose arising from a clean, unsullied 
reputation. 

The past feu- year.-, for example. The Daily 
has seen itself— unjustifiably— knocked hack 
and forth on the ping-pong tabic of campus 
politics. Last year's infamous "red" scare, feat- 
ured to sensational advantage in some of the 
local newspapers, is a case in point. 

This discussion, therefore, has hut one pur- 
pose in mind: to clarify editorial policy for the 
benefit of clubs, societies, and principally for 
the feu- individuals making up these groups. 
We put it forth at this particular time so that 
campus leaders may ponder out words before 
they find themselves dazzled by the kaleido- 
scope of campus activities. 



The direction of The Daily editorial policy 
if vested in the Managing Board with certain 
stipulations laid down by the publisher, the 
Students' Executive Council. These stipulations 
include a taboo of partisan treatment of any 
religious or political question. 

At the beginning of each year, the manag- 
ing board of The Daily, by virtue of discussion 
among themselves, reach general agreement as 
to the broad lines which the editorial policy will 
follow. A prominent point between these "broad 
lines" of acrrcment is that each individual 
issue arising on the campus shall be editorially 



treated on its own merits rather than on any 
specific "patty line." 

It is quite logical, therefore, that opinions 
will inevitably creep into editorial policy. The 
students— those who read these columns— ex- 
pect to sec n positive, rather than a negatively 
non-commital expression of opinion, something 
to which they are entitled. 

But it must be emphasized once again" that 
such opinions arise not from particular dogmas, 
but from mature consideration and agreement 
on the part of the managing board plus the 
expressed attitudes and opinions — obtained 
through personal liaison — of associate editors 
ami sMidents generally. 

• • • 

It may be argued that The Daily is made up 
of individuals, each with their own respective 
attitudes, opinions and beliefs. It may even be 
said that these opinions run the gamut of 
die-hard conservatism to Arthur Koestlcr's ultra- 
violet "commissar." How then, can there be any 
one expression of opinion? 

To which there is but one reply. The managing 
board — itself not a cell of any party — the final 
authority on editorial policy, must in its opinion 
express what it believes to be in the interests 
of the general student body. And the editorial 
ruling on any particular issue must- represent, 
these interests, regardless of whether it coincides 
with any alleged "party line." 

Obviously, The Daily cannot ignore a topic 
which is the subject of widespread campus dis- 
cussion; neither can it adopt a neutral attitude 
by presenting two opposite sides in the same 
editorial. The latter neutralizing attitude would 
tend to cancel out The Daily as a responsible, 
informative campus newspaper. 

To express, therefore, what, it believes to be 
in the interests of McGill students — this The 
Daily looks tipon as its duty.— A.T. 



REVIVICATION 



With the football season almost full upon 
us, students, graduates and university offifjals 
alike arc casting hopeful, if not speculative 
eyes upon the man brought to Montreal from 
the United States for the specific purpose of 
restoring the name of McGill to its former 
prominence in the intercollegiate football field. 

Vic Obeck, the man in whose hands this 
responsibility has been placed, has already 
justified himself. His keen appreciation of the 
neces'ity for extensive public relations has 
endeared him to the press and to the newspapcr- 
rradinj: public The sports follower, students 
and general public alike, are looking forward 
to seeing a new, energetic, and fighting football 
club. 

The issue is not — and never has been — one 
of ensurinc that McGill will win the inter- 
collegiate title this year. It would not be fail- 
to expect this from a man in his first year 
with a team with which he has never worked. 

But Mr. Ohrck will be judged on his ability 
to provide McGill with a club full of the esprit 
de corps, knowledge, and morale for which team 
sport is so justly famous. And if, as is likely, 



he is eventually able to bring forward a champ- 
ionship team, so much the better. 

It was with a great deal of satisfaction ami 
pride that we learned, the other night, of Mr. 
t (beck's attitude; to his football team. 

We attended — unofficially — one of his train- 
ing lectures on Monday night: a post-mortem 
of the Ottawa game. After criticising some of 
the plays Mr. Obeck quite frankly spoke his 
mind. 

There were many players, he told his team, 
who, with traininc and grooming, could be made 
into footballers of national or even international 
importance. He assured them that McGill, in 
common with many American colleces, had in- 
dividual material to equal if not, surpass any- 
thing that, the United States could produce. 

This was not, his intention, however. He 
was not interested in promoting any one specific 
name. Bather, he intimated. McGill would rise 
in the football world only through the develop- 
ment of a team as an integrated, smooth unit. 
His emphasis w/is on team spirit rather than 
on individual prominence. 

With this attitude, therefore, win or lose, 
McGill stands only to win.— A.T. 



Education from One Viewpoint 



Nowadays few people seem to take seriously 
enough the broader implications of receiving 
liberal education. Hustling, huckstering worlds 
of today have little time for an intelligent scn.-c 
of values. 

There is no time for beauty, for art, for 
literature, no time for a sane way of life and 
an appreciation of good things or great. A 
living must be made, bought and paid for with 
ten-per-ccnt profit and ninety-per-cent loss. 
We have become so utilitarian that a degree 
from a university has come to mean a meal 
ticket. The only perceptible difference be- 
tween a Master and a Bachelor of Arts is the 
salary expected. 

The whole problem is said simply as a matter 
of over-specialization but that, perhaps, is an 
over - simplification. If a student nowadays 
wishes to gain sufficient general and particular 
knowledge to enable him to set up a personal 
criterion of life, manners, morals, enough to 
make him the intelligent citizen he is supposed 
to be, he would have to spend years in college. 

Instead of that the student of today special- 
izes in but one phase of the general subject. . . 
the reason? ... He must get a job when he 
graduates. He trains to be an engineer, then 

engi'" jne becomes his life . . . anything apart 

from ' 'i'ltfos, or oil refineries he docs not under- 
stand. 

Nor docs he usually wish to understand. 

\ 



Even the writer seldom has time to discover 
architecture, or music, or mathematics. His 
writing suffers. He has little to write about. He 
hrromcs a hack. We are fast becoming a nation 
of shallow, prejudiced hacks. 

The answer to this situation is not easy. It 
could not be accomplished by over-night legis- 
lation. It is not the fault of any one institution, 
it is the fault of present-day society. Tt prevents 
western civilization from being civilized ns 
compared for instance to the ancient, worlds 
of Greece and China despite the tremendous 
improvements in technology. Knowledge alone 
is not, enough. A sense of aesthetic values are 
needed. 

Some degree of success might be realized 
though if a greater understanding of our vast 
knowledge reserves was attempted. And the 
logical place for this attempt is in the uni- 
versities. 

If the emphasis was placed not only upon 
knowledge but also upon an evalution of know- 
ledge, we may become slowly better citizens. 
Tax-collectors seldom realize their all-important 
function— they are merely the instrument in 
the hands of modern life. Fact-collectors, the 
masters of Art. arc impotent without a u*nb!c 
philosophy of direction behind them. The lender- 
shin becomes hollow, A life hrmmre time onlv 

Then let us concentrate upon value ami 
cood sense, cood things which will endure and 
enrich thé lives of every man.— P.A.T.

Professor B. Ifor Evans in his 
lecture on The Arts in Great Brit- 
ain civen al Moysc Hall last even- 
iiiR spoke of the circumstances that 
produced the vigorous interest in 
art in that country during the war. 
He pointed out that almost •every- 
one whatever his mode of life or 
source of income can and will en- 
joy ait if the opportunity to ap- 
praise it is given him. 

Professor Evans cited the ex- 
ample of the old lady in a Sussex 
village, who following a violin 
recital given under the auspices 
of the British Council of Arts 
went up to the performer and said 
that she had come five miles to 
hear him and had never before 
heard a violinist, but should he 
come again she would gladly walk 
the same distance to hear him. 

The story perhaps sums up the 
new attitude towards art in Great 
Britain, where ail has become not 
nationalized but a national thing. 
The audiences composed of fac- 
tory workers, evacuated persons, 
and service personnel went to con- 
certs seeking relief from the bore- 
dom of war— and stayed to enjoy 
art. 

That appreciation did not die 
with the end of the war. but is 
everywhere seen in ever-widen- 
iiiR circles. Art is no longer the 
sole possession of the privileged, it 
has become expression of the great 
mass of the people. And young 
artists, previously deprived of the 
opportunity to develop their talents 
have now been afforded that op- 
portunity by the British Arts 
Council. 

No field has been ignored, and 
even* opera, so long barren terri- 
tory has produced a .-mall but rich 
crop. 'Peter Grimes" and "The 
Ra|>e of Lucrctia ", written by Brit- 
ain's foremost youiiR composer 
Benjamin Britten wore produced 
by the Sadlcrs Wells Opera Com- 
pany and by the Glyndcbournc 
Festival. They met with deserved 
success, and have done much to 
dispel the view that the age of the 
opera is dead. Music hitherto 
called highbrow has been disscmln< 
ated through the medium of con- 




cert and the BBC. and the so- 
called masses have found surpris- 
ingly that they enjoyed it. This is 
reflected in the fact that one of 
the most popular gramophone rec- 
ords produced duriiiR the war com- 
prised two short works of Vaughan 
Williams, the Fantasia on the Old 
English Theme "Grcenslccves" and 
"The Lark Ascending". 

It has been said of the British 
working man that if you show him 
a painting of something he recog- 
nizes he will appreciate and under- 
stand it. A few months after Dun- 
kirk a young painter named 
Richard Enrich showed him a rc- 
painting of the evacuation, moving, 
and dramatic, and another, Eric 
Kcnnington gave him portraits of 
men and women in action, portraits 
of briglit-eycd soldiers with tight 
determined lips. The working man 
saw them and understood them, 



and from them began to look for 
other expressions of painting. 

The work done by the Old Vic 
[Theatre Company and the Company 
of John Giclgud is already well-

Jazz in Monlrral

The Norman Granz Jazz Concert 
Monday contained many elements 
from the new or be-bop school of 
jazz. Be-bop all started with a cer- 
tain trumpet player, John Birks 
"Dizzy" Gillespie. Most Be-boppers 
of today steal their ideas from 
Dizzy. Be-bop is light and cool. The 
beat is implied rather than heavy 
and the mood is relaxed rather 
than frantic, even when executed 
quickly. The music is full of riffs 
done in unison and inflcctons. Most 
important, be-bop is not a retro- 
grcssion but a means to an end. 

Tad Damernn, Gillespie's arrang- 
er, has expressed the thought that 
bc-bnp is a stepping stone to a 
more advanced type of jazz expres- 
sion. It is hard to play requiring 
much technical skill but often hard- 
er to listen to. 

The concert featured mostly bc- 
boppers and men who have been 
influenced by be-bop. Howard Mc- 
Ghec lacks the imagination and sly 
musical humour of the master be- 
bop trumpeter Dizzy Gillespie. How- 
ever, he had his sparkling moments 
and was good on riff work. Bill 
Harris, the musical impressionist, 
soloed with shreds of colour and 
snatches of brilliant phrazing. but 
not enough melody. He plays n sort 
of musical shorthand. Tenor sax 
star Flip Phillips blew a driving, ! 
inspired horn which changed to a 
tenderly melodic vein in the second 
half. 

Coleman "The Hawk" Hawkins 
captivated the audience with his 
gracefully powerful sax.

You can bet your last buck that the McGill grid squad will be 
a fighting contender in this season's intercollegiate play. They may 
not capture top laurelb, as opposition in the league seems to be 
very keen, judging by pre-schcdulc exhibitions, but they will be 
a definite threat. We have seen the Itcdmen drill since Sept. 8. have 
noted their progress in conditioninc and timing, all of which leaves 
us convinced that with the new plays, coaching staff, and a notable 
resurgence of spirit, the Red team will definitely hold its own in 
this fall's pigskin parade. 
COACHES' QUARTER: 

Head Coach Vic Obrck is a coach's coach. More of a driver than 
a laissez-faire mentor, Vic has gained the admiration of each and 
every grid aspirant, and as a result of Virile Vic's amiable char- 
acteristics more grid grit and enthusiasm is noted amid the McGill 
ranks as compared with last year's observations. Obcck comes to 
Montreal with a wealth of football experience, both in college and 
pro loops, and couples this mass of qualifications with a gay per- 
sonality to make him an ideal college mentor, and we don't mean 
maybe. Krom the looks of things up at the Molson Oval McGill is 
entering a "Renaissance" in football. 

There arc four assistant coaches: Gord Marriot in the backficld; 
Danny Daniels at end; Al Cagncy on the line and Gerry O'Donaghuc 
as general aid. Each possess a fine grid background and are able 
lieutenants to Obcck. 

TLAY PICTURE: 

The various plays and formations that the Rcdmcn will employ 
this semestre reveal a subtle application of American grid tactics to 
the Canadian style of play. Red and White followers can rest assured 
that their favourites will utilize the 10-yard interference rule to its 
fullest, and that blocking will be very much in evidence 

And plays will work off a modified T-Kormation with the double 
wingbacks in motion. There is a wide variety of passing plays, 
mostly for short distances, the most potent of which is a flea-flicker, 
which the Western squad used to such good advantage last season. 
To date the best ground-gainer is a smart off-tackle smash, de- 
pendant for success on good blocking. Wide bucks around end and 
»omp neat quarterback runs are among the Red repertoire. 

Obcck's defence system is based on flexibility, as he plans to 
alternate his front wall from a 4-man line to a S-man barrier in 
accordance with the style of play of the opposition. 
SQUAD SET-UP: 

Now for the team itself. 30 names arc included on the varsity 
roster, 14 of whom carried the Red and White colours in last years 
frays. Speed is the feature of the backficld, while the line shows 
brawn and drive. The line averages about 190 pounds; the backs 
about 175.

Hcd Syrctt and Ken Barclay will 
do the signal-calling. Although each has discrepancies in their play, 
both arc fine team-men, and the shortcoming of one are compensat- 
ed for by the other. Both are grid-wisc gents, and possess half- 
decent passing arms. 

Manoouvcring Murray Hayes is to college football what Cobb 
is to auto-racing, and McGill fans arc assured that Murray will be 
his hipper-dippcr self this outing. Running-mate "Rocky" Robillard, 
of Ottawa Trojan fame, is another rapid customer, and together 
this duo should run rampant on the intercollegiate gridirons. The 
other backficld duct consists of Doug Heron and Johnny Meagher. 
Both arc capable of bulldozer-like charges, and are hard tacklers. 
Heron is at his zenith in condition and playing ability, and, unless 
we miss our guess, he will be a bright luminary in this season's 
play, barring the injury jinx which has plagued Doug in the past. 
Meagher (pronounced Mahar), a Loyola product, has been a con- 
sistent ground-gainer in scrimmages and looks like a real comer. 
Freddy Walthausen, another rapid romper, is the backfield reserve. 

At the wingback berths, old reliable Johnny Hall and Bill "Brush 
Cut" Orban form the first pair. Both arc. seasoned veterans at the 
pigskin pastime, and have fitted in well with Obeck's plays. A set 
of potential black-horses, Lome Daggett and Bill Cave, are the 
alternate wingbacks. Daggett is a former Oregon State star, and has 
proven himself to be a worthy performer to date, while Cave played 
intermediate ball for the Rcdmcn last fall and is reputed to be. one 
of the speediest men on the team. Al McLcod, who displayed fine 
form al the outside position will gel his occasional turn at the wing- 
back slot as well.
